Priest's Probation

Judge F. Ryan Duffy Jr., today 
revoked the probation of the 
Rev. James E. Groppi and or- 
dered him to serve a six-month 
term in the Milwaukee County 
House of Correction.

Assemblyman Has a Head Start 


Assemblyman Weisensel of rural Dane 


county, a Republican, recently attracted 
publicity when in the wake of welfare re- 
cipients' protests against the reductions in 
the state's public assistance appropriations, 
he announced that he would test the ade- 
quacy of the new welfare standards in his 
own household. 


Starting at the beginning of October, 


the law-maker said, he intended to experi- 
ment with himself, his wife and his chil- 
dren as the subjects. 


They would limit themselves in their 


household expenditures to the amount that 
would be granted to them by the Dane 
County welfare department if they were 
public dependents. As it happens, Mr. Wei- 
sensel was the victim of an unfortunate ac- 
cident several years ago and is cruelly 
handicapped and bound to a wheel chair. 
Except for such private means as he may 
have, and his legislative salary, he might 
very well be a public welfare recipient. We 
mention this as a means of showing that we 
accept his good faith and honorable intent. 


Yet whatever his conclusion at the end 


of his trial, his is not a truly realistic dem- 
onstration. He has a car. No doubt he has a 
reasonably well-furnished home and he and 
his wife and their children start with the 
normal stock of clothing, furniture, house- 
hold equipment and other property that is 
standard in the middle class family today. 


He has said with some pride that his 


wife is a skilled cook. No doubt she has a 
good kitchen stove, refrigerator and freez- 
er, which permit her to shop with greater 
advantage than the welfare family that 


cannot buy in quantity because it cannot 
preserve foodstuffs for long. 


Assemblyman VandcrPerren of Brown 


County, in a speech on the floor of the As- 
sembly the other day, recounted some of his 
experiences during 20 years as the public 
relief director of his rural town. Some of 
the younger women of today, he said, are 
unable to take advantage of the surplus 
foods distribution program because they do 
not know how to prepare the commodities 
that are periodically available. Probably 
Mrs. Weisensel would know what to do with 
diced beans, if they were offered through 
the surplus food distribution program dur- 
ing their family's test period. 


No doubt the Brown County legislator 


was quite correct. Many of the young wom- 
en today, reared in an era of prepackaged, 
and often precooked foods, are quite help- 
less when they deal with raw materials. We 
have the word of the experts that they are 
often handicapped with respect with the 
equipment needed for baking, or freezing, 
or otherwise preserving. 


Mr. Weisensel may well demonstrate 


that a prudent family, starting with an in- 
ventory of equipment, furniture, a home, 
an automobile and other property, can sub- 
sist on the food allowance of the welfare 
program as it was fixed by this Legislature. 
Nevertheless, it will prove very little. As 
we have observed before, what we need is 
a thoroughly 
objective, 
no-holds-barred 


study of dependency and public relief costs, 
including the administrative machinery. Un- 
til that is done, we are quarrelling in the 
dark. 


Who's Setting Our War Policy? 


In a television interview Secretary of 


State William Rogers said about the policy 
of conducting the war in Vietnam "we have 
changed the orders from 'maximum pres- 
sure' to 'protective reaction,' which means 
that we are not maintaining the same maxi- 
mum pressure on the enemy." But some- 
one apparently forgot to relay this change 
of policy to General Earle Wheeler, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. During his 
recent trip to Saigon, General Wheeler said 
that the American commander in Vietnam 
"is following the policies he was following 
when I was here in July." That policy, ac- 
cording to Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird at the time, was one of "maximum 
pressure." 


This is another example of the confu- 


sion within the Nixon Administration that 
possibly can be excused on the grounds 
that the President wants each man's opin- 
ion and not a carefully worked out consen- 
sus such as his predecessor in the White 
House demanded. But it also raises doubts 
about the conduct of the war. 


With more than two weeks of the small- 


est number of American casualties in sev- 
eral years, it would appear that a new poli- 
cy has been inaugurated as Secretary Rog- 
ers explained. Reports of B-52 raids in 
South Vietnam also indicate something of 
a cutback although this may merely mean 
that more raids are being carried out in 
Laos instead. There has been an obvious 
slowdown in the war in the last few weeks 
on both sides. 


General Wheeler insists that this is 


merely another lull and that the enemy is 
regrouping for a major attack to come soon. 
He may be right. But Secretary Rogers says 
that "enemy" infiltration is way down. The 
replacement of the enemy of their losses is 
way down. There has been a net reduction 
of troop strength (of the enemy) in the 
last six or seven months of roughly 25,000 
to 30,000." 


Maybe the General should have had a 


little more extensive briefing on the Nixon 
Administration policies before he went to 
Saigon.

Filipino Bases Threatened 


One of the highly inflammable issues in 


some nations where United States troops 
are stationed is exactly how to handle 
alleged crimes committed by American 
servicemen against natives when the Amer- 
icans are off duty. In general such 
servicemen are subject to local courts 
under extraterritorial agreements. But 
there are always grey areas. 


A couple of months ago an American 


petty officer, Michael Moomey, shot and 
killed a Filipino laborer at the Subic Bay 
Naval Base in the Philippines. The Ameri- 
can was on the shooting range and said he 
mistook the Filipino for a wild boar and 
shot in a hurry. A United States Navy court 
martial acquitted Moomey of manslaughter 
charges and sent him back tc the United 
States in something of a hurry. 


The Filipino, press, one of the few in 


Asia that is free and also to some extent 
pretty irresponsible, has kept the issue 
before the people for weeks. The paper has 
demanded everything from Moomey's re- 
turn to stand trial in a Filipino court, to a 
complete end to the American presence 
anywhere on the islands. 


The pressure has been strong enough so 


that the Philippine Government has formal- 
ly requested immediate negotiations to 
revise the agreements between the United 
States and the Republic of the Philippines 
which permit American military bases on 
the islands. 


Meanwhile the United States Depart- 


ment of State has demurred about the 
publication of a report by a Senate 
subcommittee headed by Senator Stuart 


Symington which allegedly indicates that 
the United States made it financially 
worthwhile to the Philippine Government 
to send the token 2,000 Filipino non-combat 
troops to Vietnam to indicate solidarity. 
President Ferdinand Marcos has recently 
announced that the troops would be coming 
home, and their presence did little even for 
former Secretary of State Dean Rusk who 
kept insisting that we had a lot of backing 
for our Vietnamese activities. 


But the concern in the State Depart- 


ment does not seem to be merely that we 
may have in effect bribed the Philippine 
Government to send in some troops. There 
is also the question of what financial 
arrangements were made for the 50,000 
fighting troops from South Korea who are 
in Vietnam. The new nationalism in Asia 
breeds a considerable amount of jealousy 
between nations. It is not public informa- 
tion, for instance, that wounded Koreans 
are often treated at American hospitals in 
the Philippines, because of the Filipino 
jealousy over visa restrictions. 


If it should turn out that we paid more 


per head to either country we are not likely 
to increase our popularity and respect in 
the Far East. 


In their search for national identity, the 


Filipinos probably blow up all out of 
proportion the conflicts between American 
servicemen and Filipinos. But these are 
highly sensitive issues and they could well 
lead to not merely renegotiating 
the 


agreements but demands that all American 
bases be shut down, however much the 
native economy might suffer.

BORROWING SOARS 


Encouraging to treasury of- 


ficials, the growth rate in 
business borrowing has now 
moderated to about a 2.2 per 
cent annual rate. But in the 
latest weekly report by those 
340 Federal Reserve member 
banks that do report, business 
loans on a seasonally adjusted 
basis represented a 12.4 per 
cent increase over the same 
week last year. And no per- 
suasion by Mr. Kennedy can 
successfully attack that situ- 
ation in the battle against 
inflation. 


The other required funda- 


mental in the inflation fight is 
to increase the public's unused 
cash in the form of savings. 
And 
on this side of 
the 


equation the situation is even 
worse 
than in respect 
to 


business loans. 


From the Atlantic to the 


Pacific deposits in the nation's 
savings banks are showing a 
drastic decline. State 
and 


other laws specify what is now 
an interest ceiling (usually 5 
per cent) noncompetitive with 
other available rates, and this 
is boomeranging in the battle 
against inflation. 


For example, for the first 


lime in 19 years New York 
State's savings banks experi- 
enced a net deposit outflow 
instead of inflow in August, In 
these banks alone it was $47.7 
million. 


CAN DEDUCT INTEREST 
Accordingly, and indisputab- 


ly, the main thrust of anti- 
inflation taxation should be 
twofold: to reduce the incen- 
tive for business loans on one 
hand and increase the incen- 


tive for savings deposits on 
the other. And that is the 
important double-objective of 
the new proposal. 


A company can deduct as 


business expense the interest 
on the money it borrows for 
expansion or any other pur- 
pose. If the borrowing com- 
pany pays the bank, say, 9 per 
cent on loans, the actual cost 
of a loan is less than half that 
because more than half the 
interest expense is compensat- 
ed for by the tax deduction. 


This fact is seldom com- 


mented on but it explains why 
the high interest rates are 
nowhere near as powerful a 
tool against business-loan ex- 
pansion as usually claimed. In 
fact, the record shows that, 
with the interest being tax- 
deductible, companies c a r e 
very little about the interest 
cost on bank loans when they 
contemplate building added fa- 
cilities. 


Yet, what happens to those 


people who save money — as 
the government urges? They 
receive no such benefit; in 
fact, they get exactly the 
opposite tax treatment. The 
savers' interest in savings 
banks is taxed as income. 


The important new proposal 


reverses this. It calls for no 
tax deduction on business-ex- 
pansion loans. It calls for no 
tax on the interest from a 
savings-bank account. 


TAX BILL CONFUSING 
In short, the proposal pro- 


vides the battle against infla- 
tion with a double-punch as 
effective and properly aimed 
as the two-inch jab made 
famous by Joe Louis. 


The currently debated anti- 


inflation tax 
bill, weighing 


three pounds, is too gigantic 
for Congressmen to read and 
top confusing for anybody but 
Einstein to understand. But 
the new proposal is so emi- 
nently sound in terms of 
objectives, and the tools now 
employed against our inflation 
are such a mystery to the 
public, that exposing this new 
idea may at least reveal the 
real guts of the misunderstood 
inflation problem.

MADISON — The chances 


are that there is no man in the 
public life of this state who is 
more intimately acquainted 
with the economic and politi- 
cal geography of Wisconsin 
than Gov.

the ruling party of the state 
Senate, Knowles has probably 
travelled more widely, met 
more voters and local public 
officials, consulted with more 
local business and other civic 
organizations, than any other 
ranking state official. 


Why, then, should he put his

executive sipature to an ord- 
er setting up a series of 
administrative districts for the 
operation of numerous state 
government field services that 
was knocked down so uncere- 
moniously in a 2 to 5 vote in 
the Senate the other day? 


Some of the members of the 


Legislature's upper h o u s e 
were clearly reluctant to vote 
to override the Knowles veto 
of a bill that had passed both 
houses, and that would have 
vacated his administrative dis- 
tricting order unless there 
were public hearings and the 
Legislature itself had formally 
ratified it. A few of them got 
up to say that they were not 
impugning Knowles but re- 
sponding to the wishes of their 
constituents. 


ESTABLISHED LINKS 


As Sen. Reuben LaFave of 


Oconto said, firmly but with- 
out rancor, there are well 
established e c o n o m i c and 
other patterns in the state, 
involving the flow of trade, 
c o m munications, transporta- 
tion, employment and distribu- 
tion of raw materials and 
finished goods, and the ele- 
mentary travel habits of its 
inhabitants. 


As L a F a v e asked, why 


should one of his constituents 
in Oconto County, a half hour 
from Green Bay, be required 
to travel to distant Rhineland- 
er to consult a tax assessor, or 
a state highway engineer, or 
others? 


Other senators had similar 


complaints, and it is a certain- 
ty that they will be repeated 
by assemblymen, although it 
cannot be forecast with im- 
punity that the lower house 
will concur in the senate's 
defiance of the gubernatorial 
veto. 


There are other reservations 


among some influential citi- 
zens and officials in the state, 
as in the fear that the Knowles 
blueprint for state administra- 
tive districts may disrupt such 
regional planning services that 
have thus far been established. 
There is no evidence to sup- 
port such fears, but they are 
perhaps natural enough and it 
would have been the course of 
prudence for the governor to 
recognize them. He had plenty 
of warning. 


After the antagonisms to- 


ward his order became too 
conspicuous to ignore entirely, 
he volunteered to postpone the 
effective date of his decree for 
a year and to hold public 
hearings to hear opposition 
viewpoints if they appeared to 
be necessary. One suspects 
that in his first or second term 
he would have held the hear- 
ings first and then made the 
decision. 


MUCH GRUMBLING 


As the governor moves tow- 


ard the conclusion of one of 
the most successful state polit- 
ical careers in modern times, 
some of his friends feel that 
he leans too much upon some 
of his subordinates — notably 
those in the Department of 
Administration, none of whom 
has such a thorough under- 
standing of the economic, po- 
litical and social organization 
of the state as has their chief. 


Indeed, the governor also 


seems unaware that the De- 
partment 
of 
Administration 


and its chief 
officers and 


philosophers have accumulated 
a heavy load of resentment in 
the state service in general, 
although it has not surfaced 
out of deference to Knowles 
and his manifest confidence in 
those men 


The governor by definition is 


a busy man. Knowles has 
expended more physical and 
mental energy on his job 
during five years than any of 
his predecessors 
whom this 


reporter knew. Yet, if capital 
correspondents constantly hear 
complaints about his house- 
keeping department, it seems 
implausible that he has not 
become aware of the atmo- 
sphere in some of the operat- 
ing agencies and paused to 
reflect about its meaning.

upon our deplorable lack of 
public housing — beyond the

WASHINGTON — It is still too 


early to make final judgments 
on the Great Experiment in 
"unit-pricing" at two Safeway 
supermarkets in this city, but it 
is not too early to find informa- 
tion to help consumers cut 
grocery costs as prices continue 
to climb. 


The purpose of the experi- 


ment is to test two methods of 
comparing values. At one su- 
permarket, customers are given 
s i m p l e cardboard computers 
with which to calculate prices 
per pound or ounce if they wish. 
At the other store, "unit-prices" 
are posted on shelves. 


The experiment is in response 


to d e m a n d s of consumer 
spokesmen for some efforts to 
help consumers cut through the 
maze of prices, package sizes 
and products. When the results 
are in, the grocery chain will 
decide which system is more 
popular and which is more 
practical. 


Computer Method Ahead 


At this point, it looks as if the 


computer method will win large- 
ly because it is so much less 
expensive for the store. But a 
careful 
shopper 
could learn 


quite a lot in a trip through the 
store with prices per pound or 
pint posted on the shelves. 


For 
one thing, the posted 


prices show the value of buying 
the larger sizes of many prod- 
ucts, particularly when they are 
packaged in cans or bottles and 
when 
the 
product is fairly 


uniform 
among brands. 
For 


example, the price per pint of a 
bottled bleach in gallons was 
listed at half the price of the 
product in pint bottles.

brace Tom Seaver, the new 
champs' 25-game winner and 
spiritual leader, and to accept a 
ceremonial champagne shower 
from his young pitching ace. 


"I told you I owed you one 


more of these," said Seaver, 
who had annointed Hodges in 
similar fashion after the Mets 
clinched the National League 
East Division title and again 
after their playoff sweep over 
Atlanta. 


The champagne was flowing 


from Hodges' crowded office 
through the winners' clubhouse 
and into the trainer's room, 
where Cleon Jones expressed 
the feeling that has imbued the 
100-1 shot Mets since early in 
the regular season, when an 11-

them into pennant contention.

tigated by your doctor if the 
condition does not begin to show 
signs of clearing up.

possible to have a duodenal 
ulcer and have absolutely no 
pain whatsoever in that area?— 
D. N. H. 


Yes, particularly an ulcer that 


bleeds, either slowly or sudden- 
ly. As you doubtless know, a 
black or tar-colored stool indi- 
cates bleeding in the intestinal 
tract, and requires immediate 
diagnosis. 


Rather often in such cases, 


the bleeding proves to be from 
an ulcer that does not give the 
usual distress—sometimes the 
patient has not ever been aware 
of having the ulcer.

per cent yield response by 
dropping from 40 to 30 inch rows 
and another two per cent by 
dropping from 30 down to 20 
inch rows. The object of the 
narrower row is to produce a 
square type planting pattern 
rather than rectangular pattern 
reducing both sunlight and root 
competition. 


However, economics shows 


little profit in such planting, 
especially if one has to operate 
on 8 per cent interest for 
machinery to gain not more 
than 5 per cent yield. Even 
modern mathematics can't 
alter unfavorable statistics. The 
change to narrower rows, with 
present corn varieties, should 
be made as machinery changes 
have to be made. 


Andrews said selection of 


corn varieties depends on soil 
type, fertility level, date of 
planting, amount of weed 
control, rainfall anticipated, the 
temperature and disease and 
insect problems. 


Where corn plots nave been 


duplicated in various soil types, 
in areas during a period of 
years, production data and 


other information, is more 
meaningful. 


Actually, most of the one-shot 


corn plots, where corn is 
planted on one field in the 
regular rotation, are good 
observation plots. 


Only by answering Prof. 


Andrews' questions, can a 
farmer know how a variety will 
react the next year.

Dairyman Leaves Farm 
To Start Apple Orchard 


A hobby has literally bloomed 


into a full-time business for 
Jerome 
Haen,

Kaukauna. 


Haen, who says he "used to 


fool with a few apple trees," on 
his dairy farm, decided in 1961 
to start an apple orchard in 
partnership with his brother, 
Kenneth 
Haen, 
route 3, 


Kaukauna. 


Haen's son took over the dairy 


farm and with the aid of state 
horticulturists, Haen and his 
brother purchased 80 acres of 
land for an orchard. 


Land Needs 


Land, he said, must be well- 


drained, level, and located to 
allow even movement of air 
currents to be suitable for a 
good orchard. 


"If you have a real low pocket 


it would freeze quicker than on 
a knoll," said Haen, adding that 
warm air currents protect 
blossoms early in the spring. 


The men installed nearly four 


miles of tile in the 80-acre plot to 
provide good drainage for the 
land. 


Planting Program 


After consulting with hor- 


ticulturists, Haen started a 
planting program in 1961. About 
half the trees in the orchard are 
Red Delicious, and the rest are 
Macintosh, Cortland, Wealthy, 
Beacon and Melba. 


During the first year 2,100 


whips, plantings about three 
and one-half feet long, were 
planted to form the nucleus for 
the present orchard. 


Frost killed about 250 of the 


trees planted in 1961. The trees 
were 
replanted 
in 1962, 


however, along with an ad- 
ditional 2,400 whips. There now 
are between 4,500 and 4,600 
trees in the orchard. 


Trees Mature 


Haen said the trees grew for 


six years before producing 
apples. This year production 
should total 4,000 bushels. When 
trees reach peak maturity the 


orchard will produce 30,000 
bushels of apples. 


Combating insect pests and 


plant infections is a full-time 
job, said Haen. Fire blight, a 
virus which attacks the ends of 
the limbs of trees, is a serious 
danger, he said. The blight 
spreads from limbs to the main 
trunk of the tree, retards 
growth, and eventually kills the 
tree. 


"This past year we sprayed 17 


times for insects," said Haen, 
explaining that aphids, moths 
and apple maggots are per- 
sistent pests in Wisconsin. 


Orchard Sprayed 


"It's a steady job for a man to 


spray for the insects and the 
scab on the apples," he said. 
Apple scab is a fungus disease. 


Haen's wife and his brother's 


wife both work in a sales room 
at the orchard during peak 
production season. Although 
switching from life on a dairy 
farm to that of an orchard was a 
dramatic change, he said, his 
wife "likes" the outside . .. she 
likes the orchard." 


Hours vary for orchard work, 


according to Haen. During the 
fall of the year work often lasts 
until 8 or 9 p.m. because apples 
must be harvested when at peak 
ripeness, he explained. 


Next spring Haen will plant a 


new early apple variety — 
Viking, which is being tested by 
the University of Wisconsin. "It 
was started at the Peninsula 
Experimental Station," he said. 
He plans on planting 200 of the 
new trees in 20 unplanted acres 
in the orchard. 


Harvest Begins as 
Apples Reach Prime 


MADISON — Wisconsin's 


choicest apples are being 
harvested now. September and 
October are the months when 
the majority of Wisconsin's 
apples are harvested, according 
to George Klingbeil, university 
extension horticulturist. 


He predicted that apple 


growers in the state will harvest 
more than one and one-half 
million bushels of apples this 
year. Wisconsin growers ship 
little fruit out of the state so 
they are interested in local 
retail outlets, roadside sales 
and the increasingly popular 
pick-your-own trade. Ninety per 
cent of Wisconsin's apple crop is 
used fresh, said Klingbeil. 


Major varieties on the market 


include 
Mclntosh, 
Red 


Delicious, Cortland, Wealthy 
and Greening. Klingbeil says it 
is an exceptional year for 
Mclntosh which will comprise 


35 per cent of the market this 
year. 


Top Appearance 


Consumers like the Mclntosh 


for its sprightly flavor, crisp 
tender flesh and beautiful ap- 
pearance, said Klingbeil. Crisp 
cool nights help to give that 
bright blush of color to the 
apples. Lack of color doesn't 
mean poor quality, but the 
average consumer 
usually 


reaches for the brightest red 
apples available, he said. 


Apples are at their best when 


firm, ripe and free from 
bruises. Only the highest 
quality apples should be stored, 
said Klingbeil, adding that 
bruised fruit will have a shorter 
storage life than good sound 
fruit. 


Bruising speeds certain en- 


zymatic changes which will 
reduce the quality of the fruit. 
Avoid storing fruit with skin 
punctures which allow decay 
organisms to enter.

Apples will freeze at 28 


degrees. They ripen twice as 


fast at 40 degrees than at 32 
degrees, four times faster at 50 
degrees and eight times faster 
at 70 degrees. Consequently, the 
apples begin to get soft and may 
shrivel within a week if left at 
room temperature. 


Store apples in polyethylene 


bags to prevent dehydration 
and shriveling. 
Ordinary 


household refrigerators have no 


effective way to maintain a high 
humidity, said Klingbeil. Other 
fruit and vegetables can be kept 
in the same storage if they are 
kept in sealed polyethylene 
bags to prevent escape of 
volatile gasses and odor. 


Klingbeil cautioned against 


using ordinary household 
refrigerators for storing fruit 
for long periods.

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Leaves Alter Hue Without Aid of Jack Frost 


MADISON — Once again the 


colorful mosaic of reds, yellows, 
oranges and browns is begin- 
ning tc -over the countryside: 


Jack Frost's paintbrush is not 


responsible for the brilliant 
display, however. Actually, the 
brightest colors occur when 
weather is clear, dry and cool, 
but not freezing, according to 
university extension forester 
Ted Petersoa 


The appearance of colored 


leaves before frost indicates 
frost is not necessary for the 
development of these colors. 
The radiant colors charac- 
teristic of autumn leaves are 
due to the development or 
deterioration of pigments in the 
leaves, Peterson says. 


Color Change 


Leaves change color in the 


fall because several chemical 
processes make it possible to

chlorophyll synthesis stops, the 
chlorophyll already present 
begins to breakdown and the 
anthocyanins are unmasked. 


In those trees which do not 


form 
anthocyanins 
the 


autumnal 
breakdown 
of 


chlorophyll unmasks the stable 
yellow to orange carotene and 
xanthophyll pigments. This 


process is usually responsible 
for the bright yellow colored 
leaves of aspens and hickories, 
said Peterson. 


The disintegration of green 


pigment and unmasking of 
yellow, the formation of red 
anthocyanins, or both, can 
produce various shades of 
yellow,
